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Ne Major Gibbons, a man 
well known in new En —_— 


a Gentleman of good cdu- 

cation, good parts, and of 

good Converſation, (2s the 

Author hath been credibly 

informed by them that knew him) was 
bound upon a voyage to Sea, himſelf be- 
ing Supra Cargo with ſuch commoditys 
as thoſe parts of America doth afford, af- 
ter going out from Boſton ſcveral days,by 
hard weather, and contrary winds, the 
Ships company were much diftreſſed, and 
through the Continuance of the Contrary 
winds, Provitions now begin to faile 
them; and O how feeble doth Spirits 
- row); 
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grow, when Bread, the Staffe of life 
taileth ! now Hunger becomes more 
dreadfull to them, then the every moment 
chreatning Billows of the devouring 
Ocean ; and they that one while feared 
drowning, now Gans Starving ; they are 
brought to the lait meal in the Barrel, and 
the laſt oyl in the Cruſe, and fay as ſhe 
did, We will Eat this lutle that 1s left, and 
dye : and now when they thought they 
had caten the lat, what conflicts nauit 
they needs have within themſclves ? 
who knew not where to have another 
morſel to fortify the tyred and ſpent Spi- 
rits with the con:tant toyle, and hard Ja- 
bour: how they look one up one another, 
as men already under a Sentcnce of death; 
and by one anothers looks, Strike terror 
to one anothers Hearts ; They look on 
every ide, (as David ſays) 1 locked on 
my right hand , but there was no man 
that wenld kvow me, Refuge failed 
me ; or periſhed from me. look 
downward, they ſecing nothing but the 
Belly of deitruftion opening tor them ; 
they look upward , the onely, and laſt 
refuge, and remedy, in this deplorable 
eſtate was out of the depths, they cry'd 

to the Lord 
Bur though they look out of the hip, 
as Noah did out of his Ark, upon the wa- 
xers, 
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ters, and ſend forth the Dove of Prayer, 
that winged Meſſenger, to Heaven, yet 
ſhe brings no Olive branch, no Anſwer ; 
the waters all wage not ; the winds calm 
not, they arc like the Prophets Servant, 
when he bid him go up now ; and look to- 
wards the Sia, and he went up and looked * Kings 
and ſaid, there is nothing ; and this ſtrikes 5.43: 
them. into dolefull and diſmall Lameata- 
tions; out of which Lamentations , at 
haſt Springs up a tragical and ſorrowfull 
Motion. The Motian is, that which the 
Marriners, in Jonabs Vellcl, put in exc- 
cution, Come let ws caſt 1.915, ec, onely Jmabr:5: 
with this difference, they calt Lots to find 
out the delinquent 4 and theſe, which of 
them, ſhould dye farlt, to be 2 Sacrifice 
for ravenous Hunger to feed upon: Con- 
cluding, as he in that caſe, /r :s expedzent 
for us that ene man ſhould dye fer the People, " 
and that the whole Ships Company periſh not, eng os 
Life being ſweet, Skin for Skin , and all a 
man hath will he give for his lifc,they at 
lat bring it through many « ſad debate, to 
a rcſule they caſt che Loct, th diſpoling of 
which 1s of the Lord, one of the Com- 
pany 44 arreited by whe Lott ; here,here,is 
the Eyndemned Prifoacr : O but where is 
the. Executioner to. be found to att bis 
office upon. 4 pour Tanocent ? is it not

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death to them now, to think who ſhall at 
this _— | in the Tragedy ? But be- 
ſore they fall upon their involuntary Exe- 
cution, Major Gibbons calls them toPrayer, 
conſidering, that in the Mount, the Lord 
is often ſeen, and that many times our 
extremity proves Gods opportunity z he 
alſo askes the poor man if he was willing 
ro dye ; but O what a hard Queſtion is 
that to Anſwer! He replys, if it might 
preſerve the reſt of the lives, he could be 
the more willing ; to which he hath this 
Anſwer : All events are in the hands of 
God, we muſt not diſpute them, to Pra- 
yer they go: and, O ſurc theſe Prayers 
muſt melt hearts of Adamant! and Be- 
hold, while they are at it, God doth fend 
a viſible commentary upon that S:ripture : 
Then ſhalt thou call, and the Lord ſhall An- 
ſwer ; thou fhalt Cry, and he ſhall ſay here 
l am: For while they were calling, 
God was Anſwering; there leaps a 
mighty Fiſh mto the Boat; and as it is 
of the Whale: ſwallowed up Fonah, 
God prepared A Fiſh, for the Lord here 
prepared, or provided a Fiſh, that a poor 
creature might not be ſwallowed up : but 
O whor joy w*s here at ſuch a token for 
good ! not only it ar preſent releiving and 


refreſhing their hunger, which no Queſtion 
made 
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made them quick Cooks ; but whenth 
looked upon the Finger of God in it,f, 

ing it as an anſwer to prayer, they con- 
clude it an happy Omen of their delive- 
rance, and a pledg of _ mercy : 
but alas, it is not long before their hearts 
grow faint mr —__" pale, 
their Spirits fink now as low as they were 
lifted up high;and now the poor Sea-men 
are like their Ship, one while mounted up 
in the hopes to Heaven and another while 
they are ſunk down again in deſpair as 
low as hell; theyknow not now of another 
cake, another Morſcl, they are reduced 
to their former exigency, which brings 
them to a 1cſolve to ſteer in this ſtrait, 
their old courſe ; to Lotts they go again 
the Second tine, only they have ſuch an 
honour for the Providence of God, they 
will not put him into condemnation, that 
Cod hath acquited ; the Lott now falls 
upon another perſen, and Onow they re- 


all ceive the old trouble, and inteſtine Com- 


bats, how they ſhall fad in their Hearts, 
to puniſh one, that never had offended 
any of them z and while one thinks of it, 
fayes he, Alas poor man, what hath he done 
to deſerve this ſentence?auother crys, Will 
not this blood cleave to my Conſcience 
another day { though | went to this expe- 

B x dition 
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expedition a Preſt-Souldier ? another 
ſays, for his part he ſees no way but death, 
therefore he cannot take away life, when 
he ſees not any life can be preſerved by it: 
but they are called again to look upward, 
before they put the Knife to the Throat of 
this Sacrifice, and they remember the laſt 
eucouragernent to put life into the almoſt 
dead-mens Prayers; t y now with 
a pledge in their hands, A yo ready to 
tell God, the laſt time he gave them « 
Pawn, an Earneit ; and O it is not vain to 
ſeck the Lord ! for loe, while they are 
ſceking to him, he is ſending to them ; as 
the Prayers flyc to Heaven, Mercy is diſ- 

patched upon the wings from Heaven 
O tum aſide, and ſee this great fight, 
while they are praying. Behold a ſecond 
Anſwer from above; A great Bird lights 
and fixes her ſelf upon the Maſt, which 
one in the Company efpirs, and up he 
oes, and there ſhe itands until he took 
er with his hand by the wing, & brought 
her down to the Company ; and O oa 
life from the dead is this to them a ſecond 
time ! Sure they will hearken to the voyce 
of the ſecond Sign, if not to the voyce of 
the firſt ; and now that which they hoped 
by the firſt Providence (+:x. ) that it was 
a fore-runner of the compleat delive- 
rance ; Now they are by this ſecond con- 
krmed 
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firmed in the Faith, and now they begin 
to think (as 1 can eafily imagin) if God 
will fave th:m our of this diitreſs, O what 
manner of perſons they will become | 
what manner of lives they will live ! what 
Sacrifices of Thankſgiving will they offer 
up to God ! bur while they are thus think - 
ing they have no viſible hopes, but that it 
muſt be a third Miracle that brings them 
out of rhis their miſcrable condition ; they 
has e the ſame diſappointments upon them 
ih, only now they divert their Hunger 
all they can, by telling of , and remem- 
bring the Loaves, (as I may ſay) rheir 
experiences in this extremity of theirs, 
and comforting themſclves, that if they 
come to a third itrait, it would ( rhey 
hoped) be an outlet from their preſent 
miſery and calamiry : They are reduced 
the third time to the former courſe and 
ſtrair, to caft Lotts ; and when they were 
to go to the heart-aking work, to pur him 
to death, upon whom the Lott fell, they 
to their Old Friend. in a day of Adver- 
ty, (to God) by hearty and humble 
Prayer : And O now they do, as the Pro- 
phets man at the Sea-fide, look again and 
again, but alas Maſter they cry , there # 
nothing. Prayer is done, concluded, no- 
thing appears; O but as the Prophets 
B 4 Man 
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Man looked ſeaven times , ſo ſays this 
good man Major Gibbons, look = , as 
Fonahb,1 will look agam towards his Hol 
Temple (ſays he to one of the Company 
Ge ap to the top, and ſee what you Can «ſpy ; 
and at laſt he makes a Sayl, (w:z.) cſpys 
a Ship ; this puts new life into all their 
ſpirits; they bear up with the Vellcl, 
hon Man their Boat, they defire in the 
manner of periſhing, humble Suppliants 
to Board them, which they are Admitted; 
the Veſſel proves a French Veſſel, yea, a 
French Pyrate ; Major Gibbons Petitions 
him for a little Bread to ſuſtain rheir hives, 
who had been ſeveral days wiſhing for 
death, but could not find it in their Extre- 
mity, and take the Ship and Cargo. So 
ſweet is life, that all that a man hath will 
he give for his life ; and now behold, God 
draws forth to theſe Poor Pcriſhing men 
his beſt Wine to the laſt, nay, turns the 
Water of Aﬀfiition into the Wine of Con- 
ſolation, The Commander of the Veſſel 
knows the Major, and replys readily and 
chearſully, Major Gibbons, not one hair 
of your head ſhall periſh, nor any of your 
Ships Company, if itlye in my power ci- 
ther to ſupply you, or preſerve you, Q 
the Wiſdom of God that hath ways we 
know not of, to Relieye in the greateſt 
ſtraits 
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ſtraits, and cauſe himſelf to be ſeen in the 
Mount. The Commander of this French 
Pyrat was one ſome years before that Ma- 
jor Gubbons had ſhown ſignal Kindneſs to, 
when his life was in danger at Boſton in 
New England. Thus the Lord appeared 
a God, hearing Praycrs in Extremitys, 
which appearances are not to be forgotten 
in ſucceeding Generations. O that men 
would praiſe the Lord for his goodneſs, 
and for wentatel works to the Chil- 
dren of men. 

Secondly : About the year 1636. there 
ariſing a ſtorm and tempeſt of troubles in 
the Church of Scorland , five Miniſters, 
eminent for Piety, Learning, and the 
Honourable ſucceſs in the Miniſtry, were 
ſo hard born under by a prevailing Party 
impoling upon their Conſciences , that 
they were forced to —_— them- 
ſelves for America; three of their names 
were Mr. Levinſton, Mr. Mackleland, and 
Mr. Blaze, with two more whom my Aw 
thor could not call ro mind. 

Theſe good men Sayled half the Chan. 
nel over, about 5oo, Leagues, where 
they met with great diſtreſs of weather, 
which broke off the Rudder oftheir Ship, 
and occaſioned a deſperate leak to ſpring 
in her, which expoſed them to _ 

an- 
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danger ; but they in this diſtreſs ende- 
vour to hang on their Rudder again, but 
ofreg were they fruſtrated in their at- 
tempt to a total deſpair of cffcRing it, 
They alſo laboured with the like unſuc - 
ceſstulneſs to find out and ſtop the leak; 
this poor Ships Crew had laboured alſo 
by pumping, to keep the Ship above wa- 
ter, until all their few hands were feeble, 
and all their hoarts faint ; ſo that as ſo 
many difpairing perſons of life, they ceaſe 
all endeavours , and yield themſclves to 
death, expeting every moment to be En- 
tombed in the belly of the devouring 
deeps ; during the time of this their great 
diſtreſs, the Miniſters kept on their courſe, 
as at other times of Worſhip, (vz.) the 
reading of a Chapter in courſe,and _ 
obſervations from it, with Prayer an 
Preaching, which they did by turns; at 
the crihs of this deplorable caſe, it fell to 
be the Lott of Mr. Mack/clarnd to per- 
form this Exerciſe, a man Auſteer in his 
life, reſerved in his ſpeech, and of great 
Piety, who was often obſerved to let fall 
many remarkable Prophetical Expreſhons 
of future events ; the Chapter that at 
that timeecame to be read in courſe by 
him, was the 32 of Exodus, which he had 
read all along (until he came to the 1 ath, 
ver(e ) 
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werſ,) where he made a full Nop; the 
verſes run thus, 

And Meſes beſought the Lord bis God, 
and ſaid, Lord, why doth thy Wrath wax 
hot againſt thy people, which tho® haſt 
brought out of the Land of Egypt wth 

car Power, and a mighty hand ? Where- 
fore ſhould the Egyptians ſay, for miſchief 
did be bring them «xt t6 ſlay them in the 
Mountains, and to conſume them from the 
face of the Earth ? Turne from thy ſevere 
Wrath, and repent of this Evil againſt thy 
People, -— upon the reading of theſe ver. 
ſes over again, he declared ro them the 
Caſe, which- Moſes was here intercee- 
ding for, compared with his Ex 
tion in the 12 verſe, did paraile! the caſe, 
; —— the happy event of that 
Argument, which Afoſes uſed (mentio- 
nedin the 14 verſe, which runs thus:) avd 
the Lord Repemted of the Evil which be 
brought to doe winto bis People ---- he 
could not but comfortably hope, that 
they might have the ſame Effect : Nay 
he goes further, and his Spirit raiſed into 
a peremptory prediction, that he durſt af 
ſure them from his great Lord and Ma- 
ſter, that not one hair of their heads 
ſhould fall ro the ground ; after this he 
went to Prayer, urging God with the 

ſame 
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ſame Argument, and then roſe yp com- 
fortably aſſuring his Redfaltneſs in_be- 
lieving the ſame ; he adviſes the Sea-men 
and the Company in the Ship to refreſh 
themſelves by taking ſoine meat, the long 
faſting and hard labour having much in- 
feeblod them. Then he A 
them to make another Attempt to faſten 
the Rudder, without which they could 
not poſſible make towards any point for 
ſhore. He aftcr adviſed them to clear 
the ſhip as well as they could from wa- 
ter by pumping, which they did happily 
Effect, the Leak being ſopt providen- 
tially of it ſdf —— whether it was 
ſome noak of a plank ſtarted by the de- 
ftreſs of weather which occaſhoned the 
Leak, and by the furges of the Sea, clapt 
into the place againe, or what it was, 
clfe could not be known. But however 
this lookes like life from the dead to 
theſe poor men who had received but a 
little before a ſentence of Death in them- 
ſelves, that they might tru't in him who 
raiſeth the Dead. Soon after this, God 
who had heard in Heaven great Tears 
and Prayers, Commands the Wind, 
Tack about to the Welt, and to blow fo 
ftrong a pate that they were forced to 
bear up before it, and it continued ſo 


long 
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long, that it brought them back to the 

North of Jreland, where they continued 

ſome time; although but ſhorr, they 

were very in{tromental in the Converting 

of many ſouls, which ſced-plot remains to 

this day ; and ſoon after they paſſed in- 

to Scotland, This Relation was given 

by ſeveral Miniſters of the N of 

Ireland : alſo the Reader may take no- 

tice, the Author of that Book called the 

fullfling of the Scriptures, metitiones  Fulfit. 

this remarkable Providence, h not me of 

ſo largely with theſe two additional, but ,5 

very conſiderable circumſtances ; firſt, pag. 48. 

That a poor Sea-man was made the in- 

ſtrument to preſerve the ſame Veſſel, by 

faſtening the Rudder , whoſe company 

they had all ſhun'd, others having given 

it over, Secondly : Several Paſſengers 

being Aboard, who ſhipt themſelves for 

America, upon only external. accounts, 

expeCting a fit ſoyle, and outward ad- 

vantage in” that'place , and not as the 0- 

thers upon the account of Conſcience, to 

enjoy the purity of Ordinances; they did 

all dye upon the Sea ſave one, being five 

mnumber. And who is ſo blind; -as can- 

not ſee here the out - ſtretched Arm of an 

Omnipotent God, commanding dehve- 

cance fax bu poor diſtreſſed, perſecuted, 
pray- 
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raying , believing Servants , and alſo 

or all them that Sayled with them? Q 
who would not Pray at Sea, and truſt in 
him who raiſes the dead in the ſaddeit of 
their Extremities and diſtreſs ! and ſpeaks 
forth much of the power and goodneſs of 
God, calling upon all to truſt in him, let 
the dangers and {traits be never ſo great, 


3. A Veſlicl of ours about the year 
1636. being at New-fornd Land a Fiſhing, 
being ſomewhat of the lateſt jn the year, 
until the Ice came in great flakes ; and be- 
ing ready to hoiſe Sayle for the return 
home, they ſent out in the Boat fix of the 
men to weigh their Anchor ; but while 
they were about it, a ſad Providence pre- 
vents them, a great flake of Ice interpoſes 
berween them and their ſhip, and carrycs 
them adrift, ſo that by all means that they 
and the ſhipcovld uſe, they could not re- 
cover their Veſlcl again, whereby they 
were expoſed to an inevitable ruine, nei- 
ther having Food, nor any other Accomo- 
dation to keep thera warm they having 
continued thus three days & three nights, 
they began tobe Hunger-ſtarv'd , and ac- 
counting themſelves all dead men, they 

to conſult one with: another what 
courſe to take , they at laſt, though with 
great 
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great regret and grief, they reſolve one of 
them muſt dye to become Food for the 
reſt ; cach on begg'd to have it his 
Lott to dye firſt, to be treed from that tor- 
ment that they languiſhed under ; ſo that 
thcy were forced to determine itby Lott : 
He upon whom the Lott fell, defircd to 
got end of the Boat, there to re- 
co his foul to God by Prayer, be- 
fore he dyed; thereit being in a deep A- 
ony upon apprehenſion of ſhedding the 
blood of one of their Comerades : But 
while they were ſate together, lamenting 
and imploring God $ favour to prevent 
ſuch a fact according to that they wiſhed 
and defired : The perſon ſeparated by 
Lott for death, dyed the place where 
he was praying, which in their deplorable 
Condition - occaſioned great Joy to the 
reſt, that hereby they were not forced a- 
painl(t their wills co take his life ; ſo look- 
ing upon this as a Omen,” they pro- 
ceeded to ſatihe their Hungers upon the 
dead body t the Boat was (ll A-drift, not 
frozen up;ſo that by that time, their Food 
was ſpent, they were brought. aſhore 
many Leagues to the Norward of New- 
England, where the five landed alive, 
where the poor Barbarians did commite- 
rate them, and help them asthey could ;

There were in is poor miſcarryingVeſſcl 
18 Sea-men and Paſſengers ; 12 of the 
men got irito the Long- boat, and as that 
was ſuddenly brought to their minds in 
this ſurpriſe, they threw into their Boar 
alſo ſome ſmall matters of Proviſions, but 
they were wholly without fire : Theſe 1 2 
men at that time of the year about Micha- 
elmas, (and as Paxl faid in his Yoyoge, 
Sayling was become dangerows ) Sayled hive 
hundred ues, and were to a Miracle 
| that time in this ſmall Boat, 
ve weeks ; but it pleaſed the Lord, who 
appears in our ftraits moſt, to ſend them

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great relief, by caulking ſome flying Fiſh 
to fall into the Boat, which they cat raw, 
and were unto them more acceptable 
than the greateſt rarities and eames 
at anotter time ; God's Providence 
now proving the Caterer, they h'd 
Shark , and that Ravenous Fifh that uſes 
to prey upon men, now becomes a prey 
to theſe poor diftreſied Creatures 5 but 
they were glad of food in the want of fre,

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F. Captain fonas Clark, of New Eng 
land, going for Virgmia , the Vellcl way 
Calt away in a (trange amazing manner, 
about two hours before day, among the 
[:41415 where the Ship-wrackt men lay a- 
ſhore jn great fcar ; but three days after 
they thought to get their ſhip off again; to 
which cnd the Maſter, with ſome others, 
went into the boat, they came threeſcore 
Fathom from the ſhorc , where there a- 
roſe a great Sca, and broxe in upon them ; 
but the ſecond Sca came and turned the 
boat up; four mcn under water, all were 
drowned, but Captain Clark, who was 
kept under water by one of the men, un 
til his breath was gone, but then God ap 
peared, and ſet him at liberty from him in 
a moſt Miraculous way, and inabled him 
to ſwim to the ſhore ; they that were a- 
live now, were in great ſtraits and per: 
plexities, not knowing what to do, but 
yet ſome of their eyes were up to God; 
at hat they Unanimouſly reſolve to Tra 
vel, and when they had Travelled one 
night, and part of a day, mecting with 
many Suamps and thick places, fo that 
all hope failed them of going along ; f 
they (tood till as (wayfaring men) aſto 
niſh'd, not knowing what courſe to take; 


and though before they were afraid of any 
Ina: 
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Indians, now they were glad to pray to 
to the Lord for the fight of an /rdrern, 
which in this extremity and perplexity, 
within half an hour the Lord was pleaſed 
to grant : The [ndian was al! alone, which 
was obſervable alſo; when they got to 
him, they asked the way to the » Engl 
and they did perſwade him by en treaty 
to £0 along with them, but withia one 
hours time, he carryed them to a Town 
of the Indians, which did ſadly fright and 
amaze them ; but they ſtill looked up to 
the Lord to help and fave them ; but at 
laſt they got to the Eno, and fa were 
preſerved.

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lying upon the Snow, the next day a little 
Boat goes by,to whom ſhe calls for God's 
ſake to take her out ; but they refuſed, 
being Iriſh; ſhe defired a little Bread, but 
they ſaid they had none ; ſhe begs a Coal 
of Fire, which ſhe obtained , for ſhe had 
ſome fewel in the Boat, and thus with 
ſome fallen Chips, made a fre; and the 
Boys taking a picce of the Hyde, layd it 
upon the Coals, and began to gnaw the 
Leather ; but alas, without an extraordi- 
nary Divinc ſupport, what coul this do ? 
Thus they lived ten days withour any vt- 
ible ſupplies, and that good Woman pro- 
feſt it was by Faith and Joy in God the 
lived ; nor had ſhe any Bread burtlce and 
Snow, nor any Drink but Water, but ſhe 
thought God put more ſubſtance in it, and 
found it as it wereclammy.

Starved, that they had nov ſtrength) ſhe 
preſſed them to go out of her fight, under 
pretcnce of ſeeking ſom fire;the poor Chil- 
dren had not gone far until they ſaw two 
or three great Doggs eating a man who 
had been killed; the Children were afraid

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the Doggs (who needed not fear any 
thing but to live in ſuch a Condition) 
and one of them came running, and leap- 
ed upon one of the Children, without 
doing him the leaſt hurt, and would run a 
little before, and then rarry until the 
Children come up, and fo led them on 
where an Houſe whence Smoke appeared, 


which was an Iriſh mans,Protected by the / 


Engliſh in Anrrum, by which means they 
were marvellouſly picaſed, and the Mo- 
ther ſent for, and tuccoured by a party 
from Antram. Although this Providence 
be not a Sex-deliverance, yet it iS a remar- 
kable preſervation from danger by Wa- 
ter and Hunger, at Land. 

7. In the firſt ſetling of the Bohemia 
lands off the Cape of Florida, about the 
year 16.2. there were at that preſent 
great troubles in the Burmondas,one Cap. 
taine Sale who had been Governour the 
car before, comes for London, and here 
mforming ſome of his Acquaintance, 
and Perſons of Worth and Eitate, how 
things then {toood, they undertake for 
him, and got him a Ship, and all things 
neceſT.ry for the diſcovery of theſe lands 
which he had informed them of, 
they proceeded to Burmoudas, where 
they took in ſeveral Paſſengers, Captain 

Sale 
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Sale being Cheif, .and Captain Lane and 
his Family which came from London with 
him as his Affiltant in the management of 
the Deligne, ſo they in purſute of the 
Voyage, Came to an liland called Cicat? 4, 
he lay down in the Platts, where they 
could got at preſent tind an Harbour. So 
they ſent out their Shallop upon a Ciſ- 
covery, which upon Rerurn informed 
them of a better place to Ride in. 
But ſending out the Shallop again up- 
on a diſcovery, before ſhe Returned, 
there aroſe a dreadtul Storm that car- 
ned her immediately upon the Kocke, 
and ſtaved her with very much dith- 
culty, molt of the Pcople were ſaved 
and forme Proviſions. Then were they 
Reduced to very great ſtraits formida- 
ble to fleſh and blood, a Barren Iſland, 
no inhabitants, ng hkelyhood of Re- 
leif, little Proviſions left; in this great 
ſtrait moſt of ther reſolved to travel 
vp to the we ter cnd of the Iſland and 
there to abide, (Captaine Lane and his 
Family, and his Son who was his Leiute- 
nant) theyecR olved to ſeek for ſome kind 
of Proviſions, and ſo ſtaycd on the IMland. 
But Captaine Sale and one Mr. Zeanty 
who had been Maſter of the Ship, and 
ſome other Leca-men, an41 one Mr. Shad- 
CG + wel 
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wel, in all cight, Reſolved to go to Yir- 
ginia, and took what Proviſions they 
could get, which was one Shark; but 
before they made to the Land they were 
in very great wants ; Fer from this Iſland 
from whence they departed to Yrrgima, 
was three hundred Leagues : in their now 
great Extreamity, Providence cared 
for them, ſo that they got another Shark, 
and vere giad to cat him Raw. They 
were a 11 duyes goin to Virgina, and 
the Peat a very iittie one, that they could 
ſcarcely Steer in her for fear of danger. 
Yet the Lord in this deep Diſtreſs, 
made his Arm bare for their <alvation, 
and bruvght them. ſafe to « place called 
Nufſ: - mum, to one Mr. Richard Brunk-ts 
Houſe, where they were curtiouſly En- 
tertained; and after the Relation upon 
waat account they .., were put to theſe 
Hardſt.ips and Neceſfities, Captain 
Sale had a Veſlcl provided laden with ne- 
cefſarics, to £0 for Cicarra, to Relicve 
thoſe they had leſt there in ſuch Di- 
itreſs, and they arrived there, And O 
now what Comfort muſt this be, after 
ſuch long wiſhing and gradual Dying. 
ro fce that there was now Hopes of 
Life brought to them ; but ſeveral- of 
them were ſtarved to Death before their 

arrival 
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Arrival. Captain Lane is now ſent to 
fetch ſome Proviſions who had been in 
unſpeakable Extreamity. He came down 
in alittle Boar, his Son alſo the Licute- 
nant, and two Servants, bur when they 
had gotten in their Proviſion, and going 
home with hopes of a new Life ; Behold, 
the ſtupendious providence of God, all 
of a ſudden Death creeps in and Arreſts 
them, For in « narrow place where 
the Tyde runs ſwiftly, the Boer is ſunk, 
all are drowned but one man, who car- 
ried the deſolate Widdow the fad Ty- 
dings! what an unwelcome Mefſen- 
ger this was you ww eaſily conjecture ; 
about three months after arrived a Veſſc] 
to them (the maſter of her my Avurthor,) 
and ſo Mrs, Lane, her Son and Daugh- 
ter, Maid Servant and Man Servant, 
where all brought up about forty miles, 
where they were entertained bymy Author 
for ſix wecks,and gave an account of ſome 
notable paſſages of Gods Providence 
in preſerving them, Worthy never to 
be forgotten ! Her Husband and the men 
went out to ſee what they covld pet for 
Food every Day, and they had for the 
moſt part juſt for the Day, and ſhe 
toid my Author that ſhe as a_t nde1 
hearted Mother would lay ſomething

by for her younger Children ; but ſhe 
obſerved that the next Day they never 
got any thing. 

And thus Providence trained them up 
in the Scool of Faith ; but further ſhe 
gave an account of one Remarkable 
thing, In the laſt day of the week, upon 
a time it proved a very ſtormy Day, 
and they being abroad a hunting for ſome 
ſupport could get nothing, The Husband 
and Son comes home very much troub- 
led, and the men that was gon into 
the Woods they could get nothing ; and 
they being very much troubled, one 
rook up a Reſolution not to come home, 
knowing their Captain would not ſuf- 
fer them to go and hunt on the Lords 
Day; on the other hand they thought 
he would wonder what was become of 
them, and fear leſt evil had befallen 
them ; ſo they alter their Reſolution to 
come home, but empty of any Reliefe ; 
this very Evening betore the Sabbath 
in this perplexety of thoughts, there flys 
over their Heads three gray Geeſc; a won- 
der it was for ſuch Geeſe that were ne- 
ver ſcen before nor after, O ſays ſhe 
to her Husband, that we had ſome of 
them againſt to morrow ! obſerving they 
lighted in a Bottome, fhe aquaints her 

Huſ. 
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Husband, he ſays they have no ſhot left. 
O ſays ſhe, here is a Porrenger, melt it or 
cut it into peices, which he did for ex- 
pedition, and charged his Peice, and at 
the firſt hor kill'd them all, ---Theſe 
things, and many more my Author had 
from her own Mouth,after her mervellous 
Preſervation, O that men would Praiſe 
the Lord, for his wonderful Works to 
the Children of Men! 


8, We have a very wnderful Delive- 
rance recorded , an honeſt poor man m 
Maulden in Efſex,one Gregory Creve, who 
with his man and boy, was in his Boat go- 
ng to fetch Fullers-Earth; but by the way 
meeting with a Storm, his Boat was driven 
upon a banck of ſand, and their funk ; the 
men were glad to hange upon the Maſt,but 
poor Crove ſeeing his New-Teſtament in 
the water, which he prized "gh; _ 
it up, and took it into his Boſom ; the 
tyde being gone, they were left upon the 
ſand, at leſt ten miles from land; now in 
this great Diſtreſſe they made their Pra- 
yers to the Lord, that he wovld ſend ſome 
means of Deliverance : For now within 
half an hour it would be flood, bur in this 
little time before floud they found a 
Cheſt wherein was five pounds ſix Shil- 

lings 
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lings eight pence, but honeſt Crove caſt it 
into the Sea again ſaying, /f the Lord wall 
pleaſe to ſave our lives be will provide us 4 
little food ; and ſo they went again up the 
Maſt, where they to Admiration hung by 
the Arms and Leggs, for ten hours toge- 
ther ; in which the Boy was ſo weary,and 
beaten with the Waves that he fell oft,and 
was drowned ; now their fears encreaſe 
upon them, and knows not what to do. 
ButCrove adviſes his man to cut down the 
Maſt, and when the flood comes apain, 
to fit upon it, and ſo, ſayes he,it may Sleaſe 
God to drive us to ſome Ship ; this Coun- 
cel was taken, they commit themſelves to 
God upon this Malt, and thus continued 
Tueſday Night, Wedneſday, and Wedneſday 
Night; in which time the man was ſo 
tired out with Hunger, Watching, and 
Cold, that he dycd ; now was Crew left 
alone in this ſad and deplorableCondition, 
who prayed now the more earneſtly for 
ſome Succor and Relief, but durſt not 
Sleep, leſt the Sea ſhould beat him off the 
Maſt ; and when this diſtreſſed miſerable 
object was almoſt ſpent, his fleſh ſodden 
with Sea water, and his eyes almolt cloſcd 
up with the Salt, now in his Extremity the 
Lord makes it his opportunity, and ſteps 
in by his Providence, preſents a Ship go- 


ing 
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ing for Antwerp : (obſerve here the Finger 
of God :) The Wind not being favourable 
was driven out of the way, and eſpying 
ſomething a far off in the Sea,but ſuppoſe- 
ing it to be ſome Fiſher-boy ſteered from 
it. Crove ſeeing this , held up his Cap and 
ſhake it over his head, whereby at length 
they were moved to go to him, and fo 
they took him in; when he came into the 
Ship, being half dead, carefull of his New 
Teitament,he pluckt it out of his Boſome 
& gave it to ſome to dry.They in theShip 
were carcfull of him, and with great diffi- 
culty recovered him, and carryed him with 
them to Anwerp, where the fame of his 
being miraculouſly delivered, drew many 
to ſce him, and relieve him with neceſ- 
faries, 


9. A Ship of He«lland being driven a- 
gainſt her will, came to a Place called 
Zembla where thePole is clevatedSeventy 
Six degrees; they among many delays, 
and great dangers,they ſcarce reached the 
Aurange -Iſlands ; for now they were ſct 
faſt in a Conſolidated body of continued 
lce,which threatned them every moment; 
at laſt being reduced to their ultimate 
hope , they reſolve to return the ſame 
way they came, but now they find the 
Ship 
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Ship quite frozen up, not far from ſhore, 
and now they think they ſhould winter in 
Zembla and waite for a better Seaſon, 
wherefore taking out Boards and Plancks, 
they built for themſelves, and their Stuffe, 
a poor ſheltcr & by a goodProvidence,the 
Tide had thrown up a good quantity of 
Timber, they not knowing from whence 
it came, it proved a great advantage to 
them during their abode ; here they had 
continnall hghts with Bears, which ſome- 
times were driven away with making 
great out-crys, other whiles with Shot; 
they found their fleſh unwholeſome for 
food. (For in this place the Maritine wild 
Beaſts, are the food to the wild Beaſts 
of the land) the fat of the Beares they 
made uſe of to burn for lights in the night, 
theſe poor creatures were at laſt, after al! 
other Human Benchts, left by the Sun, in 
this Barren Country, and left amongſt 
none but wild Beaſts ; The vaſt Moun- 
tains of Snow, with great difficulty they 
remove, left the Habitation ſhould be o- 
verwhclmed, and if at any time they went 
forth, their jawcs were ſo benumed they 
could ſcarce recover their former heat; 
now the Bears in the dark, being dull of 
ſight did not venture out to diſturbe 
them , but multitudes of Foxes, which

to avoide a wrack, he commanded ſome of 

his mcn to £0 into the ſh :lop, and to tow 

of the Ship : theſe having done fo, would 

needs go upon a certain Rock to ſeek for 

eggs, but as ſoon as they were got up 

into it, they eſpy'd a man, whence they 

imagine there were others lay there a- 

bout, and that he had made an Eſcape 

thither to avoid ſome Pirats which might 

Surprize their Ship, ſo that they made all 


the 
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the haſt they could to the Shallop, and re- 
turned to the Ship; but the Calme con- 
tinuing, and the current of the Sea driving 
the Veſlel againſt the Iſland, they were 
forced to get into the Long-boat and Tow 
her off again; the man they ſaw before, 
was in the mean time come to the brink 
of the Iſland, and made fignes to them 
with his hands, entreating them to come 
nearer; and falling on his Knees, and 
joyning his Hands together, he beg'd 
Relict from them; at lat coming near 
the Iſlan4, they ſaw ſomthing more like a 
Gho't than a living Perſon, a body ſtark 
Naied, black, hairy, of a ineager and de- 
formed Countenance , hollow and di- 
ſtorted Eyes, which raiſed ſuch Com- 
paſſion in them, that they proftered to 
take him into their Boat; at laſt with 
ſome difficulty they took him in; they 
found upon the Iſland no Gra's nor Trees, 
nothing for Food, nor any ſhelter, but the 
ruins of a bout, wherewith he had made 
himſelf an Hut, under which he might be 
covered from Rain and injurics of the 
Weather ; when they came to ask him 
who he was, and how he came into that 
un-inhabited place, he replyed ts them 
he was an Engliſh Man, and that a 
year before he was to go from England

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to Dublin in Ireland in the Paſſage- Boat, 
and that they were tuken by a Freart Py- 
rate, who by a Storm that immediately 
aroſe, was forced to let go the Paſſage- 
Boat ; left us to the mercy of the Waves, 
which carryed us berweeti Ireland and 
Scotland into the main Sea, expecting to 
be calt away cvery minute, as at laſt we 
were : For the Bark being ſp'it againſt 
the Rock, where you took mein, I cſca- 
ped with one of my Comrades into the 
Iſland, in a more wretched condition than 
if ſwallowed up by the Sca ; who had been 
delivered out of the Extremitics we 
were in for want of mcat and drink ; of 
ſome of the boards of our Boat we made 
a Hutt you ſaw, and we rook ſome Sea- 
mews which we ſer a drying in the Wind 
and Sun, and ſo cat them raw ; we found 
alſo in the crevices of the Rok, by rhe 
Sea-fide, ſome Eggs : Thus were we kept 
from —_— but what we thonght moſt 
mſupportable, was Thirit ; for there was 
no Water, but what fcll from Heaven ; 
we lived thus fix WEEKS. comforting one 
aother , and finding forne eaſe in our 
common misfortunc, till that being left a- 
lone, it began to grow inſupportable to 
mc; for one day, awaKking in the morn- 
ng, and miſſing wy Comrade, { fell into 

fuch 
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ſuch a Deſpair, that I had ſome thought 

of caſting my ſclf head-long, and fo put a 

final period to that Affliction, whereof | 

had but endured the one half while I had a 

Friend ſuftering with me : I know not 

what became of him, but I am of that o- 

inion that he fell into the Sea, ſeeking 

for Eggs; I left with him my Knife,with 

which we kill'd the Sea-Doggs, and the

11.In the year 68.aKetchSailed fromSa-þ 
lom in New-England for the Barbadoes ; 
and 
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and when they came into the Latitude of 
z5. it begantolook like foul weather, fo 
they took in their Top-ſail, and becauſe 
it was towards night, they ſtruck down 
the Main fail, and Rafed it ; and all this 
time there was but a little wind (which 
was remarkable, if the enſuing ſtory be 
obſerved) bur ſtill it looked like bad wea- 
ther ; ſo they ſent up one to Tallow the 
Maſt, and made no great haſt to ſet Sayl ; 
the man at the Top thinks he fees ſome 
black thing float upon the Sea, and look- 
ing upon it very hxtly, he conceives it to 
be a Boat, and ſo calls to the men below, 
ſo they haſten'd to hoiſe Sayl and make 
towards it ; and when they came to them, 
there was a Long-boat with a 11 or 17 
men, (my Author could not abſolutely 
remember the juſt number) which poor 
ditreſſed Creatures, had been bound for 
Virginia; and the ſhip in which they were, 
proved very Leaky, and fo exccedinply 
encreaſcd, rhat in a very little time, the 
was ready to fink ; ſo all hands haſtened 
to-get out the bout, but the Maſter ſept 
mro-the Cabbin to fetch a Compaſs, and 
took ſome Canvas, xz Saykneedle & twine 
which he thought might be uſeful ro them 
in their Need and Extremity ; but while 
thivpoor induſtrious man was endeavour- 
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ing to be uſcful to ſome other mens lives, 
he was in danger to loſe his own; for 
the boat was put off, and the ſhip ſinking, 
ſo he crys to them in this diſtreſs , if they 
would leave him , and let him there Periſh ; 
ſo they came back, and took him in ; they 
had in their boat a Capſtone-bar, which 
they made uſe of for a Maſt, and the piece 
of Canvas for a Sayl, and ſo Sayled afore 
the wind, and had no kind of Food z and 
now comes dreadful and incxpreflible di- 
ſtreſs upon them, making them wiſh for 
death it ſelf to give them a deliverance, 
now all hopes of Relief failed them ; thus 


they continued five days, ſome grew 


Lame, others Fecble, and all much dif. 
heartened by deſpair of Life; and now 
upon the 6th. day, they had concluded ro 
caſt Lotrs for their lives, who ſhould dye 
to preſerve others; and they put their 
Reſolution into Execution, and that poor 
Creature, upon whom the Lotr fell, hes 
for time ; but alas, what will a Reprieve } 
be in this caſe, where there is no hope of 
Relief; but O what difficult work is it to 
dye? what a ſtrait was here? Live he 
could not, and Dye he covld not z well, 
a little time is defer'd, and behold a won- 
der-working God appears now for him, 
and for them all; before night, they e- 

ſpyed

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ſpyed this Ketch, which raiſed them all 
to Admiration ; but they had fears in this 
diſtreſs, that the Ketch did not ſee them ; 
bu t when they perceived the Ketch made 


. to them, O whata new life did it put in- 


to theſe dying men; ſo they all got ſafe 
Aboard : And ſee here the goodneſs of 
God : In one hour after there aroſc a moſt 
dreadful Storm which continued for forty 
hours, and all of them ſafely Arrived at 
Rarbadors. 

The Maſters name of the Ketch was 
Thomas Woodberry of Salom. This the 
Author had from a very known perſon for 
Integrity and Godlineſs, now living at 
Salom. 


12, In the year 1606. in the Wars be- 
twixt the Netherlands and the Spaniards, 
upon the Spaniſh Ocean, fell out this ob- 
ſcrvable and remarkable attion, taken 
notice of by Grotis, in his Annals of the 
Low-Country Wars. Admiral Maureen 
being ſent to interrupt the Spamſh Fleet, 
coming from Amcrua and the Indies, he 
had with him four an4 twenty Veſſels; 
hut of theſe , ſix were beaten back by 
Tempeſts; ſoon after Fraſciardo, with 
eight great Gallions , having a proſpe- 
rous Gale, fell upon them unprovided, 
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and ere they were aware ; but the Galleys 
that were with hun, not being driven by 
the Wind, kept by the ſhore ; but one of 
them being grappled with a ſhip of Zea- 
land, that was next the Admiral, fo af- 
ſrighted the reit, chat as ſoon as they ſaw 
BB they no the very beginning of the 
Night, Retreated with all haſt, /Zauteen 
thus left by his Companions, being a man 
of an Undaunted ſpirit, for two whole 
days did not leave off the Fight, though 
moſt of his mien were in that time lot ; 
but with his torne ſhip, caſting off all fear 
of danger, protracted the Victory; bur 
after he ſaw no hopes of Relief, and that 
the Waves poured in upon him, that wone 
of them might come alive into the Ene- 
mics hands, at once they Unanimouſly 
agreed upon a Reſolute and Terrible 
action : For kneeling down upon their 
Knees, they like dying , but deſperate 
men, beg of God, that he would eto 
pardon in that they ſought to ſhun the 
Mockeries and Cruehties of the Spaniards, 
by that ſad and lamentable death ; ſo they 
ſctfire to the Gun-powder, by which blow 
threeſcore men were kill'd, rwo half dead, 
lived a little while, being taken by the 
Spamards with wonder , beholding their 


dreadful Countenances, and their words, 
with

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with their ſtrange Reſolution and Obſti- 
nacy in death. 


t3. In the year 1607. about the time 
when the Plantations of Yirgima began 
to be a little ſettled by King James, ſome 
Brictains went to Gayane , but 2 dange- 
rous Sedition aroſe in the Voyage, and 
the ſhip being loſt, part of the Company 
remained in the Iſland, where continually 
vexing the Barbarians with their unkind 
uſage, they at laſt were ſet upon by War, 
as Enemies; by force of which, and the 
want of Vituals, they commitred them- 
ſelves to the Sea in a boat made only of 
an hollowed Tree; there theſe poor di- 
ſtreſſed Creatures were toſſed with conti- 
nual Tempeſts,berwixt Deſpair and Hope 
of life ; but at laſt they were droven up- 
on the Rocks, after great miſery endured 
by them in their little boat for ten days 
together; and now thcir danger was nut 
iefen's, for here they muſt fall into the 
hands of the Spariard, who for all par- 
doned them, in regard they came not to 
thoſe parts of their own accord, tut by 
the ſtreſs of weather. Thus were theſe 


poor diſtreſſed men ſaved and preſerved, 
when all hope of being ſaved was taken 


away.

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14. The Phemx Frigot, in the time 
when Captain Wherſton Commanded her, 
and Mr. May was Maſter, being Com- 
manded to carry ſome perſons of Quality 
from Kyec to Deep 1n France ; the Caprain 
and ſ-veral of the Gentlemen that be- 
ſonged to the Frigot was Aſhorez the 
Captain ſends the Long-boat Aboard, and 
Ordered the Fiigot to weigh and come to 
fayl, and ſtand too and fro off in the Bay, 
and he would come ov! wi hrs Pinnis; and 
the Gentlemen that was with him, were 
ramely, Sunrbark Giles his Chyrurgion, 
Mr. Goodwin his Chaplain, Mr. Perkins his 
Barbar , and Gentleman , Mr. Kichard;, 
and ſome three more Gentlemen Refor- 
madocs, Abrabam Car Coxſwain, and 
about 12 Scamen for his Crew, that ſct 
out of Rye, and crofſed the Bay to meet 
the Frigot under Sayl; and when come 
near, being a good way a-head, waved 
to the Frigot to keep her way, and not to 
come a playſe for her, which ſhe did with 
a freſh Top-fail Gail of Wind, till come 
up with the Pinnis, and then the Coxen 
would a-laid her Aboard of the Larboard- 
fide ; but the Captain ſuppoſing himſelf 
far enough A head, Commanded him to 
ſhout A-head of her, and lay her A-board 
of the Starboard-ſide, which aſſuming tg 

do 
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do, the ſhip giving a ſaw, and having ſerſh 
way, the Pinnis was not paſt,but the Cot- 
water of the ſhip cut the Pinnis in the 
middle, and run right over, that ſhe lay 
in a moment of time in a 100 pieces, and 
all che men floating for their lives ; in the 
mim of which time , with a cry, they 
gave a leap, in which leap, the Captain 
catch hold on the Railes of the Head, 
Mr. Kichards on the Captains heels, Mr. 
Giles the Chyrurgion on Richard: heels, 
Mr. Geodwmn on Gile#'s heels, and ſome 
other perſon on his; ſo that with that 
ſpring, or leap, no leſs than 4 or x pro- 
videntially catcht about one the others 
heels or middle, as Boys when at play- 
ing Truſs; and in hoyſting in the Cap- 
tain , they preſerved 4 or 5 more with 
him ; the Coen ſank down, and brought 
ſome of the Tallow of the Loward part of 
the ſhip on his Cloaths, and came up a- 
gain at the Stern, where was taken up the 
Sea-men, ſome by ſwiming, others by the 
aſſiſtance of the Oar and pieces of the 
boat, by Gods bleſſing kept them from 
drowning, till the Long-boat took them 
all up, except the Captains Barber, Mr. 
Perkins, whom it ſeems had funk , its 
thought his laſt time ; but Providence fo 
ordered it, that the man in the main 

| : Channel, 
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having the hand Lead, there fell a 
chrockle in the dipfey Line, and in that 
very intrim,' the Lead fell in the very 
place where the Barber was ſuuk , and 
the chinckle of the Line fell about theBar. 
bers Fingers, hitcht about his Ring, and 
> Providentially faſtened it (elf, fo that 
as the man in the Sceanes halcing up his 
Lead, found it to come heavier than it 
uſe to do; admiring, at laſt up comes 
the Barber faſtened in the chinckle by his 
Ring, which the SpeCtators amazcd at, 
immediatly took hold of him, and pulled 
him into the Frigot, bur his Eyes fixed, 
and Teeth fer, and little apperance of 
life; but by the bleſſing of God on the 
immediate mcans uſed, and care of him, 
he ſoon came to himſelf, and recovered 
ſo, that notwithſtanding this ſhroad diC- 
aſter which might have proved Fatal to 
all, or moſt of them, there was not 
one man of them all miſcarryed, but was 
recovered to their health again, as Mo- 
numents of Gods mercy. For truth of 
this, many of the men are alive at this 
day; the Chyrurgion now Living in 
(rays Jan Lane ;; and at me very mtrim 
of tinze, I was then Aboard the ſaid Frigor,

15 About ten Years agoe in the Iſland 
of Barbbades: There did arrive - ne Mr, 
Jobn Blackicach (from new England 3s 
very hone(t man, who gave account that 
in his then Voyage, his Son being Ma. 
ſter of the Veſiel, and himſelf Merchant, 
their men at Sea did Murriny, at which 
occaſion he and his Son was forced to 
ſtand on their Guard for ſome time, 
caſting his care on the Lord; Burt 
whileit under this trouble ; being in the 
Long Reach in or near the Latnude of 
Barbadocs, they all did fee a great Ship 
which ſtood toward them; and while 
they were Looking on her to ſce how faſt 
ſhe Came towards them (the bein 
pretty near) vaniſhed away, which truck 
the men with great fear, and made them 
humble themſclves to the Good old 
Man, and Deſired his Prayers for 
them. 


16, In the month « f Nover bry,, 1669 
the ShapProfperous of Br:/fol, failed from 
thence,being bound forC alloway T:F17; land, 
but was forced into Prius Bay inCorawal , 
where the Ship brake in peices, fox per:

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ſons being Drowned, others wonder- 
fully caft on Shore and bruiſed : 
the Reſt Jobn Denny (a Skinner of Bri- 
ftol) was Caſt a Shore by a great Sa:

159, In the Year 1671, I being at Boſton 
in New-England, | oft went to fee an 
Acquaintance of mine one Abrahan 
Darby, a ſober honeſt man a Maſtcr of 
a Veſſel, who relates the following Sto- 
ry which he atteſteth tro be Truth. That 
That ſome few Years agoe he the faid 
Darby being maſter of a ſmall Kerch , 
was bound from Rarbaders to Vwguna, 
he having anlriſh Woman a Servant on 
Board to be Delivered in Firginia, ow 
e 
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ſhe was a vile perſon, and having often of- 
ſended, at laſt was puniſhed, for which 
ſhe ſaid they ſhould not carry her to 
Virginia, though the Wind was very 
fair and carried them in ſounding of the 
Capps of Virginia : That they had bent 
one Cable to the Anckor thinking ſoon 
toget in; but ſhe fill ſaid they ſhould 
not, then the Wind ſprang up of a ſud. 
den in a mcer fret, which forced them 
many —_ — and their Proviſions near 
youre ing if I miſtake notin Aſarch) 
then the Wind came fair again a freſh 
Gaile, and they before it in hopes to gain 
their paſſage; but on a ſudden there 
came a greatSee that caſt the Veſſel on her 
ſide (ſhe having bur little beſide Ballace 
in her) that her goods and things in hold 
ſhifteth. But it pleaſed God they clape 
the Helm a weather, and ſhe wore, and all 
hands as could in the hould brought her 
to wrights, and the Wind continued 
fair till they came near the place, that it 
took them ſhort before ; and then tuok 
them as before, that they were forced off 
again for many Days ; having then but 
two or three peices of Beeſe and no 
Bread, nor (I think) above a gallon of 
freſh Water : But after ſome time the

ted, that whilſt they had any Food, they 


would have fiven this wicked Woman 
a part, but ſhe would not Eat any thing ) 
then it pleaſedGod to ſend a fineGale,and 
they got on the Coſt of New-England, 
and ſounding, found abourforty Fathom 
Water, and very calme ; then they chopr 
to an Ancker there, and that Night got 
two or three Fiſh, wherewith they Re- 
freſhed there ſelves (but the Woman 
would not Eat) but could get no more ; 
and finding a fine Gail, weighed 
Ancker, th to have got with. 
Orme not being far of ; bur the 
Wind came freſh againit them, and drove 

them 
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them off again to Sea, and then t'was 
calm; and about that time the Woman 
had faſted about 21. Days, and yet 
could Curſe and Damne; and fav the 
ſhould not goc Aſhore ; but that Niphe 
the Maſter and ſome others being on the 
Deck, ſpied a = black Thing Riſe our 
of the See , to their thinking, much big- 
ger than the Xe:ch, the Sca being Light all 
about, and the Woman in the Hould 
made a great Noyſe ; and when ſhe had 
given a great Screach or Groan, This 
Great black Thing Vaniſhed, the water 
ſceming like Fire all round, and made a 
great 5e4 and Noiſe : and when the men 
came to their ſelves, they looking for the 


Woman, found her Dead ; and after they 
had flung her overBoard, they had a brave 
Wind and Weather and got ſafe to Plm- 
month in New- England.

ſenſible there was no mercy too _ for 
God to work, and from them took heart, 
recovering himſelf, went home rejoyce- 
ing, where ſound his expectation anſwer- 
ed, and a welcome gives to all perſons 
with him concerned.

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out, the other ſhip being at that time in 
the ſame parallc} or Latitude, that night 
the Cabben-Boy dreams a dream, that 
ſuch a ſhip their Conſort was foundred, 
and every Soul loft, except ſuch an Old 
Man, namcing his name, who was ſxved 
ona picce of a ſhip, and floating in the 
Sea ; which dream, the Boy in the Morn- 
ing, confidently tclls- it ro the Company 
and his Malter ; at laft, the Boy began to 
ſhew more Confidence, affirming it, as 
if jt muſt be true ;-inſfomuch, "received 
ſome checks from his Matter ; but how- 
ever, at laſt, the - Boy grew fo reſtleſs, 
that he, running vp from one Matt to & 
nother , ſometimes at Fore - top « malt- 
head, and then on the Main-tap-mait- 
head, looking abroad, that at laſt, crying 
out aloud ; Alow there, 1 ſee him, 1 ſes 
him under our Lee - bow ; thus coghdent- 
ly affirming it, forme of the men ſteptup, 
and fpy'd ſomething at a diſtance no big- 
ger than a Crow to appearance , floating, 
which adviſed the Maſter it, who pre- 
ſently commanded the Helm. to be born 
up, and ſtood a-way to it ; 'and when 
come near, found it-the Old Man as the 
Boy ſaid; ſo they hoyſt out their Boat, 
and. took him in, who then was.ſpeech- 
leſs,.and almoſt ſpent ; but by the care of 

E + the 
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the Muſter and the Chyrurgion , and 
God's Bleſſing, recovered, and gave a ver- 
bal account of his misfortune, and yet 
wonderful deliverance ; together with $a- 
tans Temptation as before recited ; which 
ſbip,in duc timeArrived ſafe at her Port-in 
New-found- T.and , where this man was 
well Landed a-ſhore. 

For Confirmation I had this, and heard 
it related at my Father's Houſe in Salom 
m New - England, by Mr. Jobn Black. 
ledge a Merchant, who is a perſon of a 
fober life and in fellowſhip there, who then 
came from New-fornd- Land, and did af- 
arm that he ſpake with the man himſelf, 
whom God wrought this wonderful deli- 
verance for, he being then at New-foand- 
Land, when the ſaid ſhip Arrived there, 
and the man went firft aſhore. 


25. Anno Chriſti. 1640. May the firſt, 
the Auſcovy Marchants of Lonaonyſent a 
ſhip called the Salntation of Londor for 
Greem land, which "arrived there in ſafe- 
ty the cleventh of 7ne following, toge- 
ther with two other Ships,all which were 
commanded by Captain Willam Goodter, 
The Ship wherein the Captain was, ſtay- 
ed at Bell-ſound ; This of the Salutation 
at the Foreland: And the Captain.mee- 

ting 
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ting with ſtore of Whales, quickly made 
a great Voyage, and fo fent- for the Sa- 
lutation to taxe is part of his Train-Oyl : 
By the way as they went to him , meet- 
ting with croſs Winds, the Maſter fet 
cight of his men on Shore ro kill ſome 
Veniſon, in a place where there uſed to 
be good ſtore. Theſe men taking with 
them a brace of Dogs, a Snaphance, 
two Lances, and a Tinder-box, went 
on ſhore, and that day, they laid Four- 
teen good Deer upon the ground : And 
then being weary, and the Night com- 
ing on, they betook themſelves to reſt, 
intending the next day to make an end 
of their hunting, and {© to return to 
their ſhips : But the next day proved 
, and there was much Ice between 
the ſhore and: the ſhip, and the wind 
coming Southerly, the ſhip was fain to 
ſtand ſo fur off into the Sea to be clear 
of the Ice, that they: loſt the fight of 
her; and the weather growing thicker, 
and thicker, they thought fit; to hunt a- 
long the ſhoar to Green-Harbowr , and 
there to ſtay aboard the hip, till their 
own ſhip ſhould come into the Port. 
* In this paſſage they killed: cight Deer 
more, ſo having laden their Shallop 
with Veniſon, they kept on» their courſe 
*£6,1 ro 
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to Green Harbour : But when they came 
thither, they found, to their great aſto- 
niſhment, that the ſhip was departed. 
Being thus fruſtrated of their expeRati- 
on, and having but three days to the ut- 
termoſt expiration of their limitted tane, 
for their departure out of that Country, 
they thought it their beſt courſe to make 
all ſpeed poſſible to Bell-Sonnd, to their 
Captainz and leſt delay ſhould prove 
dangerous, they lightned their Shallop by 
keving their Ycnifon over. board into the 
Sea: and ſo they hatted all they might, 
and that night oat half way : ''But the dark 


Fog increaling, they were forced to-cove 
wv 4 point -of 'Land till the next day at 


Noon: &r which time, the weather be- 
ny cleatcr} (they haſted - forward; bur 
having no Compaſs to direct their courſe 
by, they wandred up and down fo long, 
till the thips were departed. This filled 
them with fear and «aſtoniſhment, know- 
ing that neither Chriſtian,” nor Heathen 
had: -ever” Inhabited thoſe: deſolate Cli- 
mutes : Yen\, they had heard that the 
Merchants had endeavoured, with profters 
of great rewards, and of ſufticient furni- 
tre, and proviſion of all things neceſſx- 
ry, to hire ſome to undertake towinter 
inthofe parts, but could never meet with 

| any that 
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that would adycnture their lives to ſo ha+ 
zardous an undertaking : They had heard 
alſo that the company of Aaft ay Mer: 
chants had once procured the reprieve of 
ſome Malefattors condemned -to death 
here in England, unto whom-.tthey pro- 
miſed pardon, her with rewards and 
provihon of Cloaths, Victuals, and all o+ 
ther neceſſaries, if they would ſtay one 
Winter there : But when they came thi- 
ther, and took a view of the deſfolatcneſs 
of the place, they conceived ſnch horrour 
and fear in their hearts, choſe rather ro 
return for England, and there to ſatise 
the Law with the loſs of their lives, rhan 
to ſtay in ſo deſolate and darkſom a Coun- 
try. They remembred alſo a more ter- 
rible Example of nine good and able men 
left there formerly by the fame Maſter 
that had now left chem; who all dyed mi- 
ſerably upon the place z and whoſe bodies 
were fearſully dishgured by the uy 
Bears, and Hungry Foxes, which are 
only Inhabitants of that comfortleſs Coun- 
try : All which made them, like amazed 
men, to ſtand ane looking upon another, 
wm bog fore-ſeeing the future calami- 
ties both of himfelf and of his fellowes : 
and that which much encreaſed their hor- 
rour, was, their want oball neceffury Ut 
viſion 
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viſion for the life of man, having neither 
Cloaths to keep them warm,and for ſhift, 
nor food to prevent the miſcries of cruel 
ſamine, nor a houſe wherein to ſhroud 
themſelves from the extremity of cold. 
Bur after a ſpace, — that delay 
'n extremities, is the mother of all danger, 
they began to conceive hope out of the 
depth of deſpair; and therefore they con- 
ſulted together of the likelie(t courſe for 
their preſervation in that place : and re- 
ſolved upon the opportunity of the next 
fair weather, to go to Green Harbour to 
Kill ſome Venifon for part of their winter 
proviſion , which accordingly they did, 
but ſound not ſo many Deer as they ex- 
pected ; yet the firſt day they killed ſea- 
ven, and four Bears to boot, . which they 
alſo intended to eat : The next day they 
killed ſ'xx Deer more, and as they return- 
ed, they killed fix more :. and then the 
weather proving foul, and cold, they laded 
their Shallop with the Deer and Bears ; 
and finding another Shallop left there, as 
uſually they do from year to year, they 
laded it with Graves of Whales that had 


been boiled there that year; and ſo di- 
viding themſelves into thoſe two Shallops, 
they took the firſt opportunity of return- 
ing to Bell-Sound to their Tent, where they 
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intended to take up their relt for the 
Winter. 

But in their paſſage, the night coming 
on , and the wind blowing hard, they 
were forced to ſtay in the mid't way at 
Borrel Cove for that night : There they 
faſtened their Shallops one to another, 
and caſting out their Anchor, they left 
them riding in the Cove, 

But here again, for the tryal of their 
patience, and to teach them to relic more 
upon God's Providence, than upon any 
outward means of th&ir own , this mit- 
chance hefcl them : The wind blowing 
hard into the Cove, and their Anchor 
coming home, their Shallop ſunk into the 
Sea, and fo wet all the Proviſion, and 
ſome of it they ſound ſwimming up and 
down by the | : The fight hereof, 
wonderfully troubled them, to ſee the 
beſt part of their Proviſion, the only hope 
of rhcir lives under God, in danger cither 
utterly to be loſt, or to be ſpoiled by the 
Sea-water, for which they had taken ſuch 
pains, and run ſo many adventures in the 
etting of it: and in this their miſery, 
oy ſaw but one remedy, and that was a 


deſperate one, viz. to run into the high- 
wrote Sea to their Shallops to ſave the 
remainder of their Provifions, now ready 

to 
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to be waſhed away by the billows : This 
they did , and by main force drew the 
ops to the ſhore ; then rhey went a- 

long by the Sea-fide to gather up ſuch of 
their Proviſions as was ſwimming up and . 
down : and when the weather proved 
fair, they went on to Bell-ſound : where 
being arrived, they took out their provi- 
fion, and viewed the great Tent which 
was built of Timber and Boards, and co- 
vered with Flemſh Tiles : The uſe of it 
was for the Coopers to work and lodg in 
whilſt they made Cask for the putting up 
of the Traine-Oyle ; and they reſolved to 
build another ſmaller Tent within that 
for their Habitations ; and accordingly, 
taking down a leſſer Tent that ſtood near 
to it, wherein the Landmen lay whilſt 
they made their Oyle, they fetched rheir 
materials from thence, both Boards, Poſts, 
and Rafters, and from- the Chimnies of 
the Furnaces, they took a thouſand 
Bricks ; they found alſo four Hogſheads 
of Lime, which mingled with ſand from 
the ſhoar, made good morter ; But rhe 
weather was groan ſo extream cold, that 
they were fain to make two fires on both 
ſides, to keep their morter from friezing ; 
then raiſed a wall of one Brick thick- 
neſs agarnſt the inner planks of __ of 
e 
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the Tent ; but by that they-hid walled 
ewo fides of their houſe, therr Bricks fail- 
ed, ſo that they were forced to build the 
other two ſides of boards ;*-which being 
nailed on both fides the poſts, they were 
hollow between, which they filled up with 
ſand, that made it fo tite, that the leaſt 
breath of aire could not poffibly annoy 
them. The length 'of their Tent was 
twenty foot,and the breadth fixteen; their 
Chimney was the breadth of a deal board, 
and four foot high ; they ſeiled it with 
boards five or fix times double, that” no 
wind conld poſhble get through : The 
door they made as clofe as they could,und 
lined it with a bed that they found rhere, 
which came over both the opening and 
ſhutting of it : they made no Windows, 
having no light bur what came through 
the Chimney : then ſet they nap four Ca- 
bins, quartering themſelves two and two 
ina Cabin; their Beds were the Deer- 
ﬆ&ins dryed, which was a warm and com- 
fortable lodging for them in their diftreſs : 
their next care was for firing , and finding 
ſeven old Shallops which were unſervice- 
able, rhey brake them up, and ſtowed 
them ayer the beams in the grear Teht to 
make it the warmer, and to keep the 
Snow from driving through rhe Tiles _ 
the 
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the Tent : and by this tnne the cold en- 
crealing, and ſcarce having any day at all, 
they ſtaved ſome empty Cask, and brake 
two old coolers ( wherein they cooled 
their Oile ) providing whatſoever firing 
they could without prejudice to the next 
years Voyage : yet conſidering the ſmall 
quantity of fuel, the extremity of cold, 
and the long time of their aboad, they 
husbanded it as thriftily as poſſibly they 
Wy fi thing in th 
aving thvs fitted every thing in the 
belt ik they could, on the ewelfch of 
September, looking out into the Sound, 
they eſpicd two © ca-horſes lying aſleep on 
a piece of Ice, whereupon, taking up an 
old harping-iron, her heſited oþ them, 
and firſt ſlew the old once, and then the 
young ; and fo bringing them aſhore , 
they flaied them, roaſted, ahd cat them, 
Not long after they killed another ; bur 
the nights and cold weather encreaſmg on 
them, and they _—_ their Proviſion, 
found it too ſmall by half ; whereupon 
they (tinted themfeves to one reaſonable 
meal a day, and agreed to faſt Woe 
days and Fridays , excepting from the 
Graves or Fritters of the Whale (which 
was a very loathſome meat ) of: which 
they allowed themſelves ſufficient for 


their 
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their preſent hnnger : at which diet they 
continued about three moneths. 

Having finiſhed what ever they could 
invent for their preſervation ; they found 
that all their Cloaths arid Shooes were 
worn, and torn; to repait which, they 
had this new deviſe ; of Rope- yarn they 
made thread, and of Whale-bones nee- 
dles to ſew their Cloaths withal : But 
Ditover the tenth, the nights being grown 
ery long, and the cold ſo yjolent, that 
all the Sea was frozen over; and they 
having now nothing to exerciſe their 
minds vpon, were troubled with a thou- 
and imaginations : Sometimes they be» 
wailed their abſence from their Wives 
and Children, thinking what grief it 
ould be to them to kear of their miſcar- 
riage : then thought they of their Pa- 
rents, and what a cutting corrafive it 
would be to them to hear of their untime- 
ly deaths, exc. & bciag thus rormented in 
their minds with fear,and grief, & pinched 
in their bodies with hunger, and cold, the 
hideous monſter of dc fperation pref nted 
his ugli {t ſhape unto them *+ Bur think- 
ing it not beſt to give way to prief and 
fear, they doubled their prayers to Al. 
mighty God for ſtrength and patience in 
their miſeries, by whoſe afſitance, they 
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ſhook off their former thoughts , and 
cheared up themſelves to uſe the beſt 
means for their preſervation. 

Then for the preſervation of their Ve- 
nifon, and lengthening of their firing, they 
thought beſt ro roait every day half a 
Deer, and to ſtow it in Hogſheds, which 
accordingly they did, leaving ſo much 
raw as would ſerve to roaſt every Sab- 
bath day a quarter , &c, And when th 
was over, they began again to think of 
their enſuing miſery, that in caſe God 
ſhould give them hife, yet they were to 
live as Baniſhed men from all Company; 
and as if their ſorrows had been too little, 
they preſently found an encreaſe of it; 
for their Whale-Fritters, after they had 
been drenched in the Sea-water lying cloſe Þ: 
together, were grown mouldy, and ſpoyl-W 
ed : and again ſurveighing their Bear, and 
Veniſon, they found that it would not af- 
ford them five meals a week, whereupon 
they were fain to cut off one meale more; 
ſo that for three moneths after, four days 
in the week they fed upon the unſavory F* 
mouldy Whale - Fritters, and the other 
three they fealted with Bear and Veni- 
ſon : ,But beſides the want of meat, 
now began to want light, fo that all their 
Mcals were Suppers : For, from the four- 

teenth 
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ith of Ottober, to the third of February, 
never ſaw thc Sun ſo much as pee 
bove th Horizon : But the Moon, when 


e-Wt obſcured with Clouds, they always 
y Bs ſhining as bright as in England : AN 
a Which darkſome tune, they could not cer- 
h ſinly tell when it ſhould be day, and 
b Yhen night, 

d-E In the beginning of this darkneſs, they 
is Sught ſome means to preſerve light, and 
fading a picce of ſhcer-lead, and ſome 
d yl in the Coopers Tent, and Rope-yarn, 
oFicy made a Lamp, which they kept con- 
7; Waually burning , which was « great com- 


to them in their extremity ; yet their 
ants and miſerics were ſo many, and 
t, that ſometimes they brake forth 
to impatient ſpeeches againſt the cauſery 
f them, but then their Conſciences a- 
ain minded them of their own evil de- 
ts, and ſo they took it as a ju't hand of 
dd for their former wicked lives; or 
xt God intended to make them exam- 
les of his Mercy m their wondertul deli- 
erance : Humbling themſelves therefore 
nder the mighty hand of God, they pro- 
rated themſelves in prayer two or thre? 
unes a day, which courſe they conſtantly 
1d all the time of their miſery, 
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In the beginning of Jarnery, as the 
days «key - h_ then, the cold be 
to ſtrengthen ; which proceeded to that 
extremity, that it raiſed bliſters on thei 
fleſh as if they had been burnt with fire, 
and if at any time they touched Iron, it 
would ſtick to their fingers like bird 
lime : If they went out a doors to fetch 

in a little water, it would ſo pinch them, 
that they were fore as if they had beer 
beaten, In the beginning of Winter, ; 
with Pick-axes breaking the Ice daih,, 
they got ſome water on the Sea ſhare: 
bur after the tenth of January, they half} 
none but ſnow water which they m& 
ted with hot Irons, which was their on- 
ly Drink till the rwentieth of Afay fob 
lowing. 

By the laſt of January the days wert 
ſeven or cight hours long, and then view 
ing their vicuals again, they found that 
it would not laſt above ſix weeks | 
which made them fear further Famine; 
but they had recourſe to God, who 
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they kn-zw, could ſupply them beyond 
their hopes. vr 
Looking out on « bri tay ate ſaw 


great ſhe Bear with ub coming 
towards their Tent, whereupon arming 
themſclves with their Lances, they bers 
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forth, and ſtayd her coming ; ſhe ſoon 
caſt her 4reedy Eyes upon them, and 
hoping to devour them, halted towards 
them : But with their Lances they gave 
her ſuch an hearty welcome, that ſhe 
tumbled upon the ground, biting the 
Snow for _ the Cub ſecing this, 
eſcaped by flight: The weather was 
ſo extream could, that they were fain 

eſently to retire into the Tent, and 
Laving warmed themſclves, they drew 
in the dead Bear, wherewith they dined 
merrily; and this Bear ſerved them 
twenty days: Onely this miſchance 
they had, cating her Liver, it made their 
kins peel off ; when the was ſpent, 
they yet feared that their Veniſon would 
not hold out till he Fleet came out of 
England ; but God ſent many Bears to 
br Tent, by times, at leaſt forty, 
whereof they killed ſeven ; One of which 
was exceeding great, at lea't fix foot 
high 3 ſo that their Food encresling, they 
kept not themſelves to ſuch ſhort com- 
mons, but oft cat two or three meals a 
Day, which much encreaſed their 
ſrengrh. 

By this, the chearful days lengthened 
ſo faft,that ſeveral forts of Fowl reſorted 
thither. Adarch 16th one of their Ma- 

F 13 Riffs 
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Niffs went abroad which they never ' ſaw 
aſter ; upon the coming of the Fowl 
the Foxes, which all winter had kept 
their Burroughs under the Rocks, came 
abroad to ſeek for their liv b where. 
upon they ſct up Traps, whi ey ba 
ml with the $Kin of theſe Fowls, by 
which means they caught at times fiſt 
Foxes; all which rhey roſted, and found 
to be good meat : then taking the Bear. 
skins, laying the fleſhy fide upwards, 
and making ſprings of Whale-bone, 
they caught about ſixty Fowls as big as 
Pigeons, 

May the firſt, the weather began to 
be pretty warm, ſo that they went dayly 
abroad to ſeck for Provifion : but no- 
thing they could find for many days, till 
at length they met with abundance of 
Willecks eggs; of which they carried 
home thirty, intending the next day to 
fetch one thouſand more, but the day 
proved ſo cold that they could not ſtir 
out of their Tent. The ſame day there 
came rwo ſhips of Hull into the * ound, 
who knowing that ſome men had been 
left there the year before, being very 
deſirous to know whether they were 
dead or alive, the Maſter manned forth 
® ſhallop to go asncar the ſhore as they 

could, 
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could , and ſo over the Ice to the Teng : 
When theſe men came neer theTent, 
haled thera with the uſual on of the 
Sea, cryi : to which one of them in 
rar Nat. Ae again oe ; which ſud- 
den anſwer almoſt amazed them all : bur 
perceiving them to be the very men left 
there, with joyſul hearts they embraced 
one another, and ſy coming intgythe 
Tent, they ſhewed the Hab- Men the 
curtelie of the Houſe, giving them ſome 
Veniſon which was roaſted four months 
before, and a cup of cold Water, which 
for novelty ſake, they kindly accepted 
of them. 

After alittle diſcourſe, theſe cxght men 
reſolved to leave their Tent, ,and to go 
with them to their ſhip, where they were 
welcom'd after the hcarticit and Kigdeſt 
Engliſh manner : and fo they ſtaid with 
them till the London Fleet came, which 
was three days after : At which rime they 
went aboard the Admiral, in which Cap- 
tain William Goodler was, who made them 
very welcome, and gave order that they 
ſhould have any thing that was in” the 
ſhip that might do them good : he gave 
them Apparel alſo, to the value of twen- 
ty pounds, $o that afrer fourteen days 


refreſhment , they grew all perfectly 
F 4 well :

well: But when ſome of chem went to 
their own Maſter that had left them there, 
be fell foul upon them, calling them &Kun- 
eway:, with other harſh terms far enough 
from the Cvility of an honeſt man. Thus 
they continued in the Fleet until the 
twenticth of A4«g»ft, at which time, with 
joyful hearts, they fer ſayl through the 
loagjing Occen ; and though ſomtimes 
crolled with contrary winds, yet at laſt 
they came ſatcly to an Anchor in the Ri- 
ver of Thames : and the Maſcovie Mer- 
chants dealt very well by them. 

The names of theſe men, were William 
Fakely Gunner : Edward Pelham Gun- 
ners Mate, that wrote this ſtory. Jobs 
Wiſe, and Eovert Good-fellow, Sea-men ; 
Thomas Ayers, Whale-cutter ; Henry 
Ber, Cooper : Folm Dawn, and Richard 
Keller, Land-men. 


26.Greenland,is a Country that lies very 
far North - ward in ſeventy - ſeven De- 
grees, and forty minutes : Its wonderful 
Mountainous, which Mountains are all 
the year long covered with Ice and Snow. 
The plains in part arc bare in Summer : 
But their grows neither Tree nor Hearb 
jn it, except Scurvey-grals and Sorrel : 
The Sca is as barrco as the Land, affor- 


ding 
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= Fiſh but Whales, Sea-horſes, 
, and ſome few ſmall Fiſhes. 


27.10 June 1668, the Prach-trec of Lon- 
don, a ſmall Veſſel of the Burthen of a- 
bout ſixty Tuns, Ererd Dixon Maſter, 
came into the Downs, bound for Gainny 
intending there to take in Negroes, and 
to tranſport them to the Barbadors, and 
from thence to come for London, where 
John Watts, the fon of Jobr Warts, of El- 
bam, in the County of Keng Chyrurgi- 
on, ſhipt himſelf with the conſent of K:- 
thard Watts, publick Notary of Deal; 
little dreading that his N , being 
not above cightcen years old, ſhould mect 
with ſuch a caltmitous Accident, The ſhip 
had not been long in the Downs, but a far 
gale Jonny, they ſuddenly hoiſted 
Sail, God's providence ſeeming to fill their 
Sails with proſperous ſucceſs ; the firſt 
place t touched at, was the Gold 
Coaſt, where they ſaid not long, but Cail- 
ed to old Calabar, in the Bith of Gazry. 
They centered a River, called the Cr: Ri- 
ver into Prrares Ifland. After they had ta- 
ken in their Negroes , and ready to fail, 
their Anchor bciag a peck , the Maſter 
calls up the Boatiwain and three men 
more, whereof the relater was one, and 
com- 
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commands them to look out the Copper 
Barrs that were left, and carry them on 
ſhore to try if they could ſell them : rhe 
Boatſwain, with his ſmall Company de- 
fired that they might have Arms with 
them, not believing the report of ſome 
that informed them they were a harmleſs, 
and innocent people : they took with 
them three Muſquets and a Piſtol, and fo 
rowed towards the ſhore, 'but not far 
from it, unhappily our Match fell into the 
water, and#the ſhip being faln down from 
that narrow part of the River, nearer the 
Sea, quite out of our ſight, we were con- 
ſulting what ſhould be ſafeit for us to do : 
we were not willing to precipitate our 
own Ruine, and were alſo aſhamed to re- 
turn to our ſhip before we had diſpatched 
what we were commanded to : at length 
the Boatſwain commanded the Relator, 
Folm Watts on ſhore, to the firſt houſe to 
light our Match, which we recovered out 
of the water, after it was extint , which 
he readily obeyed : but before he was 
twenty Rods from the water-ſide, he was 
ſeized on by two blacks(or rather Tawny- 
moors) and by them haled above half a 
mile up into the Country, and thrown 
with great violence upon his belly, and ſo 
compelled to lye till they ſtript him; and 
more 
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more Company coming to them , 

were ſo cager for his poor Canvas appa- 
rel, that ſome tore off, others they 
cut off, and with that ſeveral pieces of his 
fleſh, ro his intolerable pain : with theſe 
rags, they- made little Childrens Aprons 
to cover their Privities ; Linnen and 
Woolen being ſcarce there. The Boat- 
ſwain ſecing this , Jobs Warts was thus 
carried away, was reſolved with his othbr 
two Companions to have him again, or 
elſc to venture all their lives for him:They 
arm themſelves ; but whilſt they were 
conſulting what to do, whether to ventures 
on ſhore, or not, of a ſudden they were 
beſet with about « dozen menin ſeveral 
Canoes, but they valiantly maintained 
their Boat about the ſpace of three hours; 
for after two of their threeMuſquets were 
diſcharged , they defended themſelves 
with their Oars, and Boat-hooks. The 
Boatſwain received a mortal wound in his 
Groin, and fell down in the Boat; the 0- 
ther two adventured inthe River , endea- 
youring by ſwinming to eſcape the mer- 
cileſs hands of cruel Infidels ; but the Ne- 
groes with their ſwift Chanoes ſoon over- 
took them, and brought them on ſhore to 
the place where the relater was. The 
Negroes took out the Boatſwain out - 
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the ſhips boat; and inſtead of endcavour- 
ing at all to preſerve life which remained 
in him, inamediately they rob'd him of 
it ; one of them with a keen weapon cut- 
ting off his head before his Companions 
faces; and then they prepare for their 
rare banquet, while he was yet recking in 
his blood : they in a barbarous manner 
cutting off pieces of fleſh from off his But, 
tocks, and his Thighs, and his Arms, and 
Shoulders, and broiled them on the coals, 
and with a great deal of impatience, ca- 
gerly eat it before their faces, to our great 
aſtoniſhment, About fourteen days af- 
ter, one of the Company fell ſick , and in- 
{tcad of being Phyſicians to cure him,they 
were his Butchers to murther him. They 
ſerved hin: as they did the Boatſwain, cut 
off his head, and broiled and eat up his 
fleſh, and rejoyced exceedingly at this 
rich Banquet. About ten days after, the 
third fell fick, whom they ſerved in the 
ſame manner, 

This was no ſmall cauſe of ſorrow to the 
Relater ; the thoughts of their Inhumane 
and Barbarous _ ſometimes ſur- 
rounded him with fears and ſorrows, 
hourly expecting to taſt of the ſaid Cru- 
elty. Death did not ſeem ſo terrible to 
him, as the violent manner of it; _ 
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left nowalone , in a ſtrange Country, de- 
ſtitute of friends or acquaintance, or any 
thing that might keep up his Spirits: cyc 
he would fain, but not by hand of 
Infidels and barbarous Monſters. But 
the great God that is moſt compaſſionate 
in the greateſt extremities had pity on 
him, and notwithitanding the alteration 
of the Climate, and the want of Cloaths, 
and the (trangencſs of his food, which was 
only herbs, he continued in good health, 
and had time enough to lament this dire- 
ful providence. The Natives who were 
daily expecting another banquet, met 
with a diſappomement : cither their 
cuſtoms , or the over - ruling power of 
God would nor ſuffer them to deſtroy 
him; he continuing ſtill in health. There- 
fore they reſolve to ſell him: his Arenniay 
or Maſter, was pretty free to diſcourſe 
him, which the Relater was capable of, 
being about three years before in the 
Weſt- Indies , where he had learned the 
Tata language, which is cafily attained, 
being comprehended in a very few 
words, and all the Negroes f kofit. He 
began to diſcourſe his Maſter , troknow 
the reaſon of their Cruelty , who told 
him'that he ſhould reſt himſelf contented, 
who if he were not lick, ſhould not —_ 
[ 
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his head cut off, In the + Gn in 
the beginning took wi , was 
—_— pay the three which was _ 
not diſcharged z which his Maſter ſome 
time after he had been with him, brought 
to him to know the uſe of it : he endea- 
voured as much as he could to make him 
apprehend the uſe of it, but ſtill they pro- 
fell their ignorance : but they command- 
ed and threatned him to ſhew the uſe of 
it. The fear of his maſters diſpleaſure 
and their inhumanity, cauſed him to ſhoot 
it off; but the Negroes, which expected 
ſome delightful thing , were fruſtrated, 
and at the ſuddain noife and flaſh of fire 
(which they very much dread) ran from 
him, and were greatly aftrighted; but 
quickly after, hearing no more of that 
noiſe, they came up to him again, and 
commanded him to do the like : he told 
them he had not powder, which was the 
cauſe of the noiſe ; but this would not ſa- 
tisfic theſe Barbarians, He not being a- 
ble to anſwer their expectation , they 
concluded he was not willing, they pro- 
cced to threaten him, and were about to 
murder him, had nor his maſter reſcued 
him. Upon diſcourſe after with this Au- 
rona, or Maſter, he began to underſtand 


the reaſon of their barbarous dealing 
with 
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with him and his Friends, he telli __ 
that naturally the people were civil a 

fmply — \ but if provoked, full of 
revenge; and that this Cruelty was oc- 
caſioned by fome unhandfome attion of 
carrying a Native away without their 
leave, about a year before; they reſol- 
ving, if any came aſhore, they ſhould 
never go off alive, He had not been a- 
bove ſeven weeks in the Country, bur his 
Maſter preſented him to his King, whoſe 
name was E-fn-me, King of the Burks 
mores, who immediately gave him to his 
Daughter, whoſe name was On:-54h, and 
when the King went abroad, he arrend- 
ed him alſo as his Page, throughout the 
whole Circuit of his Dominions ; which 
was not above twelve miles, yer boaſting 
extremely of his power and ſtrength, bur 
glorifying exceedingly that he had a 
white to attend him, whom he employ- 
ed to carry his Bow and Arrows at ſeve- 
ral places remote from the Sea-fide; the 
people would run away from him for 
fear, others would fall down and ſeem to 
worſhip him , and uſe thoſe actions as 
they do to their God. Their p_- 
was never ſo long, but they conld rerurs 
home at night, but neyer without a hand 
ſome load of a cup of the Creature. Du- 


ring 
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ring all the time of the Relaters ſervi” 
tude there, he never knew himg abroad 
and come home ſober. They drink of 
the beſt Palm Wine, and another ſort of 
ſtrong liquor, called Penrrore, The Re- 
ktor quickly knew how to humour this 
profound Prince, and if any of the Na- 
tives abuſed him, upon his complaint he 
had redreſs, as once by ſtriving with a 
Negroe, his arm was broke, which by 
providence, more than skill, was ſet a- 
gain. After ſome moneths, the King of 
Ca-la-nanch, whoſe name was E-f1:-man- 
cha , hearing of this beautiful white, 
courted his Neighbour Prince , that he 
would ſell him to him ; at length they 
ſtruck a bargain , and the Relater was 
ſold for a Cow and a Goat; this King 
was a very ſober and moderate perſon, 
free from treacherics and miſchiefs, that 
the other was ſubjet unto z and he wauld 
often diſcourſe the Relater, and ask him 
of his King and Country, and if his King- 
doms and Dominions were as big as his, 
which were not above twenty-five miles 
in length, and fifreen in breadth. He 
rold him as much as his underſtanding and 
years made him capable of, keeping ſtill 
in the bounds of modeſty, and yet re- 
lating as much as poſſible to the lnnvey 
and 
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and dignity of his Soveraign ; firſt in- 
forming him of the greatneſs of one of his 
Kingdoms, the ſeveral Shires and Coun- 
ties it contained , with number of its Ci- 
ties, Towns and Caſtlcs, and the ſtrength 
of each, the infinite Inhabitants, and va- 
lour'ot his Subjects. One of theſe ow. 
doms was enough to amaze ſufficiently 
this petty Governour, that he need not 
to mention any more of his Majeftics 
Glory and Dignity. It put him into ſuch 
a profound conſternation , that he re- 
ſolved to find out ſome way to tender his 
reſpects to this mighty Princc,and no way 
could he find ſo conveni- nt, as totell the 
Relater, that if he could find but a paſ- 
ſage, he would let him go to England, 
to tell his Majeſty of the great favour and 
reſpect he had for him. This did not « 
tle rejoyce our Engliſh-man. Withal 
the King told him, that he would ſend 
him a Preſent, which ſhould be two Ca- 
barects or Goats, which they do value at 
a very high-rate; the King having not a- 
bove 16 or 18, He tells the King, that 
the King of England had many thouſands 
of his: Sobjects that were under the de- 
gree of Gentlemen, which had a thauſand 


valycd at a very much higher rate than 
4 G Goats, 


of Sheep a piece ; the fleſh of which, they 
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Goats. Though our Engliſh-man lived 
very handſomely wich this E-fn-man-cha, 
King of the Ca-la-nanch, yet his dehires 
and his hopes were ſtill for his Native 
Country : at length he obtained a promuſe 
from his King, that the firit Engliſh ſhip 
that came into the Road, ſhonld have li- 
berty to Releaſe or Purchaſe him ; this 
very much rcjoyced his heart : now: he 
thought every day a year, till he could 
hear of, or ſee ſome Engliſh ſhip arrived. 
Many times when he was alone, his heart 
would be oppreit with _ and ſob- 
bings, when he thought of his Relations, 
and the comfortable ſocicty that they had 
together ; that it ſhould be his fad lot 


to be captivated —_— barbarous 


Infidels, Oftentimes did he walk down 
to the Sea-lide, ſometimes with hopes, 
ſometimes with fear, carneſtly cxpe-:ting 
the wind of Gods providence to blow in 
ſome Engliſh Ship thither : his often re- 
courſe to the Sea-lide was diſcerned by 
one 74-74, 2 Wizurd, and jthe chirteſt in 
three” or four Kingdoms there - abouts; 
tey are perſons that the Natives give 
very much creditto, and on any difbcult 
6ccafion, run to them for ſatisfaction, 
That famous Delphean Oracle was never 
had in greater adoration, than the pro- 


on 
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phetical ſpeeches of theſe Moriſh Wi- 
zards, Though they have infinite num- 
bers of them in every place , yet this 
Ja ca had the . moſt renown amongſt 
them ; and one day he comes to him, and 
very kindly ask'd him why he ſo very of- 
t-n frequentcd that place ; he told him, 
to ſee if he could diſcover any Engliſh 
Veſſe! to come in there : but he being not 
acquainted with his great fame, askt him 
when he did believe there would one 
come in, not that he was willing to give 
crelit to any of their divinations, but fup- 
poſing that he thereby ſhould pleaſe him 
and anſwer his expectation. 74-g4 imme- 
diately told him, that the fifteenth day af- 
ter an Engliſh Ship ſhould come into the 
Road, Then he askt him whether that 
Ship ſhould carry him away. Tothis he 
anſwered doubrfully, but told him that he 
ſhould be offered to the Maſter of the 
Ship, and if they covu!d not agree, but = 
he ſhould come to ſhore again, he ſho 
not be ſold, and that in a very ſhort time 
after he ſhould dye for grief. Theſe fif- 
teen days ſeem'd very long and tedious ; 
many a look did he caſt on the Sea with 
an aking heart : the fourteenth day he 
went to the higheſt hill there-about, but 
to no purpoſe, for he could diſcover no 
G 2 Ship 
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Ship : next morning he went again two 
or three times, but ſaw none : about two 
or three hours after came running into 
E-fn-man cha , ſome of the Mores, and 
told him there was a. Canoe coming, ſo 
they called our Ships; at which our En- 
gliſh-man heartily rezoyced, hoping then 
to be releaſt forthwith, yet durſt not ſhew 
his joy for fear of puniſhment or of death; 
for though he lived better now than with 
his firſt Maſter, yet his ſervice was far 
worſe than the Slaves in Tarkzy, and their 
Diet worſe than Dogs meat ; therefore 
had he cauſe cnough of inward joy ; the 
Ship came immediately in, and he highs 
away preſently to 7a-ga, to know if it 
were an Engliſh Ship, who reſolved him 
that it was; it happened to be the Sr. 
Ataloes Merchant, Captain Royden Com- 
mander, who haſtened to diſpatch his bu- 
fineſs, took in his Negroes, and was rea- 
dy tofn'l, and our Enpliſh-man heard ne- 
ver a we rd whac ſhould become of him, 
the King ..m.vcr offrring to ſell him ; this 
puttim on © il lrtion to endeavour to 
make an eſcape, $n4 to that end had pre- 
pared @ pizce of Timber which he had 
drawn ncar the water-fide, on which he 
intcnd-d to paddle to the Ship, which then 
lay about a League from the Shore, Juſt 
by 
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by the Sea-fide, as he was about to launch 
his little floating ſtick, he eſpied a great 
Aligator, which will devour a man at a 
mouthful ; this made hjya alter Kfis reſo- 
lution , and-refolve rather to live with 
inhumane Infidels, than to throw himſelf 
into ſo inminent a danger, which would 
have been little leſs than ſelf-murther, 
But the next day, which I may call a day 
of Fmbile, Almighty God opened the 
heart of the King to let the poor Engliſh 
man go : he ſent him in a Canoe, placed 
between a Negroe's legs, with ſome 0- 
thers to guide this ſmall veſſel, for fear 
he ſhould leap over boayd & ſwim to the 
ſhip. At a diſtance from the ſhip he hailed 
her in the Engliſh Tongue, which'was no 
ſmall cauſe of admiration to 'thoſe on 
board to hear an Engliſh Tongue out of 
their Canoes: the Negroes gave him 


leave to ſtand up and ſhew himſelf to the: 


Captain, to whom he gave an account 
how four were left there, and only he 
perſerved, It was a pretty while before 
they could'ftrike a bargain, though the 
Captain was reſolved not to leave him 
behind. Several times the Negroes pad- 
led away with their Canoe, reſolving not 
to part with him ; but what with his en- 
treaties and promiſes,he perſwaded them 
ro 
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to the ſhip again, and they delivered him 
on board for forty five Copper Bars and 
Iron bars ; cach _ bar being about 
the bigneſs of a Youths little finger, the 
Iron bars a little bigger. Now were his 
joys compleated, he thought himſelf, as 
jt were, caught up into the third Hea- 
vens; he could hardly perſwade himſelf 
but it was a Dream or Viſion, and that he 
did not really ſee Engliſh faces, or em- 
brace Engliſh bodies, It was ſome time 
before he could throw himſelf at the Cap- 
tains feet, and acknowledge his infinite 
cauſe of joy in himſclf, and thankfulneſs 
to him for his deliverance from ſuch a ſe- 
vere Crpttetcy ; that he that lately was a 
ſlave to Infidels, that worſhip they know 
not what, ſhould now ſee the faces of 
Chriſtians, and join with them in wor- 
ſhiping the true God; an41 to him firſt he 
offered up the ſacrifice of hearty thankC- 


piving. that had ſent his Angel to redeem 
im from fo cruel a bondage. When he 
came on board, his hair was very long, 
and his skin tawny ( Malatro like) havin 
e naked all the time he was there, a 
ked all the time h nd 
nanaly anointing himſelf with palm 


Oyl he looked like a Tawny-More ; but 
immediately the Sea - men aboard with 
Chriſtian-like hearts,apparelled him. The

Remarkable Sra-deliverances, 
Maſter commanded to hoiſe ſail, and 
having a fair wind, they failed to Barbs- 
does, where Captain Royden was to tarry 
ſome time ; but the Relater carneſtly de- 
firing to go to his Native Country, and 
his Relations, got paſſage to the Downs 
in the Katherme of London, Captain 
South Commander, which thr Gods 
in a few weeksarrived in the 
Downs, where the Relater was put on 
ſhore to his Unkle, Mr. Richard Warr: of 
Deal, his great joy and ſatisfattion, whe 
took this relation from his own mouth.
